The Supreme Court 
Decides 
One l'haso 
of tho .Suit. 
A dispatch, says 
the 
Pospcctor, 
from tho U. S. supreme 
court at 
Washington gives the information 
that tho famous classification act is 
under consideration by that august 
body. 
Two 
of 
tho 
important 
phases or technicalities in the 
ap- 
peal case involves tho question: 
1st. 
Whether tho classification 
act, passed by the legislature 
was 
a law or not: and second, whether 
tho law was to tako effect 
immedi 
ately after its passage, or 
on Jan 
1st, 1897. 
It appears that in the process of 
passing 
tho 
bill 
through 
both 
branches of the legislature 
it was 
discovered by the scrutinizing law 
yers, that tho clerk had 
failed to 
enroll cither a portion or tho 
on-tir- o 
bill 
which 
otherwise 
went 
through tho regular formality 
and 
received tho necessary signatures; 
but lor the oversight of tho 
clerk 
it was attempted at one sfroke 
to 
declaro 
the 
entire 
law 
invalid. 
Tho U. S. supreme court, hoAvcvcr, 
decided tho law to be valid, and in 
full force, 
and 
holding 
that tho 
oversight "cuts no figure" 
in tho 
case. 
This point 
being mainly dwelt 
upon by tho attorneys in tho case 
and tho opinion of the lower court 
thus being affirmed, it is surmised 
that it will hero end 
without 
de- 
ciding tho equal 
important point 
regarding tho timo when it takes 
effect. 
As thcro is anothor mooted ques 
tion and can bo interpreted 
to suit 
ono s self, it opens 
up 
an avenue 
to further lawsuits and 
litigation. 
Theroisa 
bare possibility 
tho 
higher courts may also render 
an 
opinion on this point 
while they 
havo tho ense under consideration, 
Mid itissincercl3'to bo hoped that it 
willsettlo and set at rest the proper 
constructions to bb placed 
on tho 
enactment that tho authorities may 
be guided thereby.

it stands 
thus far tho reduction

1 shows a transverse section of 
the building after it is filled, and shows 
tho 
dead-ai- r 
space 
(A) between 
the 
walls, the ice (1)) as it is piled in and 
the sawdust packing (C). 
Fig. 2 is a detail of a corner, show- 
ing how the studding for the two walls 
is arranged. 
This studding is three by 
six inches, in order to make the walls 
strong and rigid. 
With these drawings as a guide any 
carpenter can put tip an icehou&e that 
n ill sun e e ery purpose. Packing may 
be Miwdust, 
spent tun bark, or een 
chair if nothing else is available. 
Tho ice should be cut into regular 
blocks 
of the same sire and piled up 
eonipactlj, lening a foot or IS inches 
between it nnd the inside wall. 
Aftei 
the ice is in the space between it and 
the walls should be filled with the pack- - 
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ing material, well packed down, and it 
the work is well done the ice should 
keep pet fectly. 
The floor ot the house should be at 
least one foot from the ground and w ell 
cocrcd with sawdust before the ice h 
put in. 
fn the gables of the 
house 
there 
should be two doors 
one at each end--to 
allow a circulation of air to carry off 
the heat radiated fiom Uieroof. 
The door should reach as high as 
the square of (he building and should 
be double, the inner one being merely 


boards saw ed to slip inside as the build-

and taken out as it
